They deserved it, but the way things are, no one is being helped, 
neither the building companies nor the steel and construction 
workers.” 


Also outside the field of conjecture is the solid fact of a huge 
Democratic registration and a hard-working state organization. Be- 
hind this is the chunky, imaginative Mike DiSalle, the governor. 
For a good many years Ohio has not had a real state organization 
of Democrats. Former Gov. Frank Lausche did not want one. He 
preferred to hold power in his own hands and he could do so only 
if he appealed across party lines. He did so, with consistent suc- 
cess. But the party suffered. 


“Mike DiSalle,”’ said an admirer, “put Humpty-Dumpty back 
together again. Now we have a real party organization. It is not 
without its factions. DiSalle is not the boss. But he has established 
organizational co-operation and strength. We will be stronger than 
in years and we ought to get out a great vote with a majority for 
Kennedy.” 


All this comforts the Kennedy people. 


But all the while, GOP State Chairman Ray Bliss keeps talking 
like a football coach who privately believes he is going to win the 
big game, but publicly seeks to establish himself as a despairing 
underdog. It is well to recall the GOP always has had a state 
organization. But still, the Kennedy forces are comforted.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — The 
General Assembly unanimously 
approved a resolution Monday 
night urging “constructive steps” 
to reduce world tension and create 
greater harmony. 


A few minutes before the 91-to- 
0 vote, the Soviet Union used the 
debate as a springboard for an- 
other harsh attack on the United 
States, while picturing Moscow 
as the ‘‘consistent champion” of 
peace. 


James J. Wadsworth, U.S. dele- 
gate, disdained to reply “in kind” 
but said the attack defeated the 
resolution’s very purpose and 
sought to “fan the flames of ha- 
tred and suspicion.” 


The newly adopted resolution 
was presented to the assembly 
this morning by V. K. Krishna 
Menon, Indian defense minister, 
and was co-sponsored by 28 coun- 
tries—most of them small coun- 
tries in Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. 


Couched in such general and 
non-controversial terms — some 
delegates privately called it in- 
nocuous — it represented a rey 
newed eifort by non-committed 
states, and principally India, to ex- 
press concern over worsening re- 
lations between the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union. It spoke of deterior-

“thugs” in Carroll County. 


But the Oct. 6 incident is the 
first in which the Negro victims 
were . willing to press charges, 
Lipford said. 


In -August, Lipford said, a 
group of white men raided a 
Negro drag racing strip, dragged 
two Negro drivers from their 
cars and beat them. This in- 
cident occurred near Bowdon. 
The Negroes involved refused to 
press charges. 


Twe months ago, the solicitor 
said, three Negro laborers who 
accompanied two white men into 
Carroll County to erect a monu- 
ment, were abducted from a 
drive-in restaurant. While the 
two white men ate inside, uniden- 
tified white men carried the Ne- 
groes to a desolate wooded area, 
threatened their lives and abon- 
doned them, Lipford said. Again, 
the solicitor said, the Negroes 
were “too frightened’ to press 
charges. 


Lipford told of the three in- 
cidents in a lengthy and angry 
statement issued Monday night 
in which he attacked the Ku 
Klux Klan ‘“‘or whatever name 
they may call themselves’ for 
intimidating citizens of the Co- 
weta Circuit. 


Earlier Monday, bond was set 
at $5,000 for Arlin Bass, about

ging near Whitesburg. 


Sheriff Hugh Lee Lambert said 
Bass was identified as one of six 
me ninvol¥ed in the flogging.

Gov. Vandiver’s forces have swept 
aside remnants of the “free elector” con- 
fusion and deserve the thanks of Georgia 
voters. 

Democratic votes as well as Republi- 
can votes now stand a good chance of be- 
ing counted for the party nominees. 

This is the effect of declarations by 
three more Democratic elector candidates 
that they will not support an unpledged 
elector write-in campaign. This pretty 
well sinks the Roy Harris effort to keep 
the water muddy by drumming up write- 
in votes for “unpledged electors.” There 
doesn’t appear to be any left on the Dem- 
ocratic elector slate. 

Write-ins still are legal, of course. 
But if anybody wants to vote for Sen. 
Kennedy, the position of the Democratic 
elector candidates now indicates such 
votes will be counted. For this reduction 
in confusion, the state can be profoundly 
grateful. 

As for Henry Henderson’s effort to 
strike down the unpledged elector law, 
Judge Luther Alverson was unable to 
bring his personal inclinations into play 
on the problem because of technical de- 
ficiencies in the legal presentation. 

Let us hope public impatience with 
this year’s elector confusion will yet force 
a change in the law, however, so that in 
future presidential elections, the names of 
the presidential candidates will at least 
be allowed to appear on the ballot. 

The absurd manipulations of the elec- 
toral process by Georgia politicians have 
passed the point of pity and deserve to be 
struck down by a fed-up electorate.

Needs Some Protection 


The court ruling to the effect that a 
candidate for local office in DeKalb must 
not be required to petition to get on the 
general election ballot means that one 
and perhaps two men will run for office 
there next month as independents. 
Normally only the most partisan of 
Democrats could object to a November 
contest, but because there are no tests for 
getting on the ballot, this upcoming Dem- 
ocratic-Independent race is not especially 
desirable. 

Leaving the particular candidates and 
their qualifications aside, the fact is that 
the general election ballot is vulnerable 
to any demands that may be made on it 
—either by Democrats who lose in the 
primary or crackpots and extremists who 
merely seek a forum for irresponsible 
arguments. 

Some argue that this is a danger that 
must be taken if honest independents are 
to be able to run for office. That’s not 
true. Real independents can meet mini- 
mum tests for responsibility such as a 5 
per cent petition. Undesirable, phony 
candidates can’t. 

We hope the next Legislature will 
mend the law.

Operation Countdown 
Measures City’s Heart 


The United Appeal’s big ‘operation 
countdown” began yesterday. When it is 
over on Oct. 28 we are certain the com- 
munity will have achieved its goal of 
raising $3,604,640 to finance the work of 
the Red Cross and the 74 agencies of the 
Community Chest for another year. 


This voluntary fund-raising partner- 
ship between the Community Chest and 
the Red Cross of Fulton, DeKalb and 
Cobb counties was formed in 1959. Dur- 
ing the first united campaign the total 
raised was 14 per cent more than the two 
agencies collected in their last separate 
drives. The idea and the results both 
proved justified. 


Twenty-one per cent of the funds 
raised are for the Red Cross. Seventy- 
nine per cent goes to the Chest agencies. 
These funds support the following serv- 
ices: 

Thirty-two agencies helping boys and 
girls learn new skills and how to get 
along with others as members of youth 
guidance programs; 21 agencies helping 
troubled people face their problems and 
find their own solutions; 13 agencies pro- 
viding day care and homes for neglected 
children; eight agencies providing nurs- 
ing care, homes and training for the sick, 
aged and handicapped. 


The minimum goal set for this year 
is, of course, higher than before. But as 
the metropolitan community grows s0 
do its needs for social services. 


The Red Cross and agencies of the 
Chest represent the heart of the commu- 
nity. And our support of them measures 
the willingness of all of us to take care 
of our own. Volunteer workers and volun- 
teer givers will provide the verdict dur- 
ing the next few days. We are certain it 
again will be favorable.

Mental Health Panel 
Should Weigh Facts 


Should several hundred elderly, non- 
psychotic patients at the Milledgeville 
State Hospital be transferred to Battey 
Hospital at Rome? 

It sounded like a logical move when 
the Senate committee on health and wel- 
fare made such a recommendation back in 
June, 

Since then grave doubts and objec- 
tions have been expressed. There are two 
sides of the coin and the joint House-Sen- 
ate Committee on. Mental Health should 
explore both on their visit to Battey to- 
day and tomorrow. 

On the one hand, the institution at 
Milledgeville is overcrowded. It is sup- 
posed to be a mental hospital but it has 
a large number of patients who did not 
belong there in the first place but were 
dumped there because their families 
would not or could not look after them at 
home. 

Removing these patients from the 
state hospital would enable the staff there 
to concentrate more on curing the mental- 
ly ill. Some proponents of the move be- 
lieve the civil rights of many who do not 
belong at Milledgeville possibly could be 
restored sometime after their transfer to 
Battey. 

But since the Senate committee’s 
recommendation Dr, Kenneth Babcock, 


director of the Joint Commission on Ac-' 


creditation of Hospitals, has warned of 
Battey’s losing its accreditatian should 
non-tuburcular patients be admitted. 

Although there are empty beds at 
Battey and the institution is kept spot- 
lessly clean, its physical facilities are very 
poor and require constant maintenance by 
a crew of prisoners. 

Another matter that would have to be 
worked out is that of making. absolutely 
sure that there is complete isolation be- 
tween all transferees from Milledgeville 
and tuburcular patients. 

Still another thing to determine is 
whether a sufficient number of nurses 
and other: personnel could be recruited 
from the Rome area to attend to hun- 
dreds of additional patients. Rome 
is heavily industrialized and the lure of 
higher salaries cuts heavily into the num- 
ber of persons who otherwise might work 
in a hospital. 

The joint House-Senate commit 
should make a thorough study of 
phases of the proposal which has merit 
mixed with dangers.

EN ROUTE WITH KENNEDY—It is the face 
of the crowd which is really the true mystery. 
It is the face of the crowd which is the strangest 


and most unreadable of all the enigmas of this enigmatic srasbbanticl 
campaign, a campaign in which we all must turn again and again to 


the tired cliches of nonprediction: It looks very close . . 


Here, for example, at a place 
in Michigan, the Democratic can- 
didate’s plane and the accompany- 
ing press plane come rather 
limply down at 2 or 3 o'clock in 
the morning. 

Out under the pale lights of a 
postmidnight air strip—the lone- 
liest sight in all the world save 


for a single freighter crossing 
an empty and endless sea — stand 
patiently the people, the voting 
people.

Hudson, 
the Cabots, Fro- 
bisher, even Co- 
lumbus, had pushed up inlets and 
estuaries looking for that all-wa- 
ter way to the West. Canal build- 
ing in the United States was part 
of the program. 


Jefferson, Madison, Monroe, 
Jackson and Van Buren — they 
all faced an issue called ‘‘Inter- 
nal Improvements.’’ What would 
the federal government do about 
roads and canals linking the sea- 
board with the West? 


New England didn’t want to do 
anything. The Down East Yan- 
kees were deep sea haulers and 
didn’t care for competition. 


New York State went ahead and 
ran a canal from the Hudson 
River to the Lakes. 


The Delaware and Chesapeake 
Bay Canal was completed Oct. 
17, 1829. The Chesapeake & Ohio 
Canal was started, up the Poto- 
mac from Washington. 


State and private enterprise in 
the 1830s went at canals with a 
frenzy. Sections of those canals 
and a few bridges remain, monu- 
ment to the towboat and its de- 
cline as steam took over the tow- 
ing, by rail. 

But the cut-through by canal is 
no dead issue. 

The Florida ship canal proposal 
stirs controversy to the south. 

River improvement, by dams 
and locks, in effect changes shal- 
low, incorrigible streams into do- 
cile, deep ditches for water trans- 
portation. 

Comes now from the West, by 
Portland, Ore., column, the reve- 
lation that Monroe Worthington, 
Wheeling, W.Va., would dig a 
ditch from Oregon to Virginia.

the goal of equal privileges in ev- 
ery phase of our society without 
also sharing equally in its respon- 
sibilities, our structure might well 
be likened to the Biblical house 
that was built upon the sand. 

The foundations for all enduring 
structures are laid by ‘“‘digging’’ 
below the surface. This is hard 
work with little or no glamour to 
attract public attention and ap- 
plause. We do not find demon- 
strators, therefore, quite so will- 
ing and eager to join in this phase 
of achieving first-class citizenship. 
We have justly praised and wide- 
ly publicized our student organi- 
zations and movements’ which 
have waged these “‘sit-ins,”’ etc. 
These demonstrators, in the main, 
have been college and graduate 
students. But probably the most 
significant student organization in 
the Negroes’ over-all struggle for 
first-class citizenship is the New 
Farmers of America. The NFA 
is a national organization of Negro 
high school boys studying voca- 
tional agriculture under the Na- 
tional Vocational Education Act. 


This organization has been 
quietly working over the years to 
fulfil’ certain responsibilities of 
first-class citizenship. Each year, 
here in Atlanta, they meet at the 
State Fair. Grounds and demon- 
strate their ability as first-class 
citizens in the judging of live- 
stock. They set up displays at the 
Municipal Auditorium demonstrat- 
ing their abilities as first-class 
citizens in the production of the 
food and fiber upon which our 
whole economy depends. 


These high school boys who, 
without fanfare, are demonstrat- 
ing their desires, determinations 
and abilities to share equally in 
the production of the goods of so- 
ciety deserve as much praise as 
the college and graduate students 
who are demonstrating their de- 
sires and determination to share 
equally in the distribution and use 
of these goods. 

There is agother ‘‘dig-in’’ phase 
of our responsibilities as first- 
class citizens — the field of voter 
registration. In these two fields— 
production and the ballot — lie 
our most powerful weapons 
against discrimination.

ATTITUDE ON WORK 

The frontier life of Rabun Coun- 
ty taught him the importance of 
work. “Labor,” he later wrote, 
“is the twin brother of happi- 
ness.”’ 

The exigencies of the frontier 
also doubtless shaped his view 
that law should be as simple, di-. 
rect and accessible as possible. 
Throughout his legal career, he 
fought to reform the cumbersome 
procedures of the courts, and his 
written opinions often thrust ra- 
piers into the pompous verbosity 
of his contemporaries.

Or: “In protecting women, 
courts and juries should be care- 
ful to protect men too, for men 
are not only useful to general so- 
ciety, but to women especially.”

He hated the intrusion of emo- 
tionalism into the execution of 
law. Thus he condemned not only 
lynchings and mob violence but | 


also demagogic appeals to juries. 
(“A jury swayed by passion is a 
moral mob.”’) 


SPEAKING OF JUSTICE 


In law, he once declared, 
“there are many cardinal vir- 
tues, but justice is the pontifical 
virtue.” 

Another time he wrote: ‘‘It is 
unjust to do justice by doing in- 
justice. A just discovery cannot 
be made by an unjust search. An 
end not attainable by just means 
is not attainable at all; ethically, 
it is an impossible end.” 


(In his early manhood, Bleck- 
ley was so outraged at seeing a 
woman imprisoned for debt that 
he drew and helped pass a bill 
exempting women from arrest 
for debt; his pioneer effort culmi- 
nated in the Constitution of 1868, 
which banned all imprisonment 
for debt.)

Henderson was seeking to force 
Georgia’s presidential electors to 
vote for the national party candi- 
dates, but Judge Aiverson held 
there has never been a time in 
history when state of federal con- 
stitutions required electors to vote 
for any particular candidate. 


“The presidential electors may 
have had a moral obligation un- 
der the 1948 act to vote for the 
presidential and vice presidential 
candidates of their party, but they 
had no legal obligation to do so,” 
the judge ruled. 


If Henderson’s suit had been 
upheld, it would have brought into 
force the 1948 law which requires 
the names of candidates to be 
placed on the ballot along. with 
the names of presidential electors. 


Among the shortcomings the 
judge listed in Henderson's suit 
were: 


1. The act did not deprive him 
of any personal, property, civil 
or political right which he would 
otherwise possess. 


2. His petition did not allege 
that he suffers from any such in- 
jury on account of the enforce- 
ment of the act. 


3. That the elleged “right” to 
have the names of party presiden- 
tial candidates listed on general 
election ballots with the names of 
presidential electors is not recog- 


‘nized by the state or federal con- 


stitutions. 


4. That even if the 1958 act were 
declared void, Henderson would 


have no more assurance than he 
has now that any presidential 
electors will cast their vote in the 
electoral college for their party’s 
candidates. 


“Therefore, plaintiff would ac- 
complish nothing, insofar as this 
case is concerned, if the act un- 
der attack should be declared un- 
constitutional,”” the decision 
added. 


5. Neither Secretary of State Ben 
W. Fortson Jr. or Fulton County 
Ordinary Eugene Gunby has any 
interest in the controversy which 
is antagonistic to any right as- 
serted by Henderson and thus 
there was no question at issue 
between them and Henderson.

Vandiver said Monday he has no plans for an 


active campaign for or against proposed 


amendments to 


the Georgia constitution—even those proposed by his 


administration. 
Vandiver, noting there will be 
important’ amend- 


19 amendments that would: 


1. Allocate all state gasoline 
taxes to the highway department, 
but freeing all vehicle license 
fees for general state expenses. 


2. Increase the local school mill- 
age limit to 20 mills. 


The governor said he “hopes” 
to submit a new budget to the 
1961 Legislature but he won't be 
able to unless the gasoline tax 
amendment passes. 


He said the increase in local 
millage would give local school 
systems more latitude in financ- 
ing their programs. 


POKES AT GOP 


In other matters, Gov. Van- 
diver: 

Expressed encouragement in 
the progress of the Kennedy- 
Johnson ticket in Georgia and 
took a few digs at the Republi- 
can candidates. 


Revealed he and 41 other gov- 
ernors are going on a good will 
trip to Aregntina and Brazil as 
guests of those two governments 
on Nov. 13. He said with a smile 
the purpose of the South Ameri- 
can trip is “an effort on the part 
of the governors to get into the 
act of ‘personal diplomacy.’ ”’ 


Vandiver reported many Demo- 
crats have been telling him they 
are ‘greatly encouraged” by the 
enthusiasm whipped up by Sen.
